-- If all utilities are included in the rental amount, not more than nine percent
cumulatively per year,

PROVIDED, however, that Board investigators will recognize and take into
account any unusual costs, capital improvements and major repairs to the property
(which should be substantiated by the owner), and extraordinary increases (more than
50%) in assessments;

PROVIDED, further, that the landlord may apportion increased real estate taxes
in an equitable manner,

PROVIDED, further, that when a landlord converts utilities to a sub-metered or
individually metered system, the amounts of monthly rents, plus annualized utility costs,
shall remain within these guidelines.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that the Landlord-Tenant Relations Board will
report to City Council on the adequacy of the above guidelines in 2002.
